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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 9/7/04 is acknowledged. Applicants have 
cancelled claims 1-26 and amended claims 27-33. Therefore, the claims under 
consideration are the claims 27-33 which are renumbered as claims 27-33 respectively. 

3. Applicants have presented amended claims as stated earlier which are definite 
and have clarity. Therefore, the rejections made under U.S.C. 35 1 12 paragraph second 
are now withdrawn. 

4. Applicants' above mentioned cancellation of claims1-26 and amendments to 
claims 27-33 have been reviewed together with their remarks and arguments, and found 
persuasive for withdrawal for rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph one. 
Therefore these rejections are now withdrawn. 

5. Applicants' various arguments and remarks have been considered favorably, and 
found persuasive for the withdrawal of the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). The 
amended claims27-33 as now presented consists of subject matter, which does not 
overlap with the references. Therefore, these rejections are now withdrawn. 

5A. The closest prior art of record reference Bernardon et al (EP722928 dated 
7/1996, also cited as Chemical Abstract DN 125:167598) teaches compounds of 
Formula I with a core:" substituted phenyl-S- substituted Phenyl-bridge (= -CR3=CR1R2 
= -(un) modified cinnamide). See compounds of claim 1 in page 17, and compounds I 
(e), (I) f in Figure 2 of page 22 respectively. However, the ref. '928 does not indicate or 
suggest to arriving at the instant invention wherein R3 position has to be a Cyanamid 
group. Additionally, even if X were sulfur, the instant invention's groups R1 and R2 are 
not halo alkyls. 

6. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
